Strawberries 


Strawberry  plants  should  always  be  shipped  by  Mail  or  Express.  We  will  as- 
sume no  risk  on  plants  shipped  by  Freight. 

Per  for  perfect,  Imp.  for  imperfect  blossoms.  An  imperfect  blossoming  variety 
must  be  planted  near  some  perfect  blossoming  variety  for  purposes  of  pollenization. 
Bubach,  Imp. — An  old  standard  sort  that  is  still  the  leader  in  some  sections.  Mid- 
season. 

Brandywine,  Per. — Large  dark  red  berries,  very  firm.  Excellent  for  canning.  Late. 
Chesepeake,  Per.— If  this  berry  would  only  make  plants,  it  would  easily  be  the  lead- 
er, at  least  on  soil  not  to  light,  of  best  quality.  Firm  as  an  apple  and  a good 
yielder  of  large  berries  on  the  few  plants  it  makes.  Late. 

First  Quality,  Per.  — Our  sales  of  this  variety  are  increasing  each  year.  A vigorous 
grower,  berries  are  of  best  quality,  fast  becoming  a standard  sort. 

Glen  Mary,  Imp. — On  very  heavy  clay  this  is  undoubtedly  the  leading  market  sort, 
Is  not  adapted  to  as  great  a variety  of  soils  as  Sample,  but  will  outyield  Sample 
on  clay.  On  our  light  soil  here  Glen  Mary  is  a failure.  The  yield  is  good  but 
berries  are  knotty  and  green  tipped.  Late. 

Gandy,  Imp. — Succeeds  only  on  moist  heavy  land.  Late. 

Haverland,  Imp.— Old  standard  sort  in  cultivation  for  the  past  forty  years.  Is  still 
ahead  of  some  of  the  most  recent  introductions  we  have  tried.  Mid-season. 
Marshall,  Per. —Requires  high  culture,  best  quality.  Late. 

Parson’s  Beauty,  Per. — A standard  sort,  heavy  yielder  of  large  berries,  which  are 
not  firm  enough  for  distant  marketing.  About  as  good  as  any  to  plant  with 
Sample.  Late. 

Sample,  Imp. — The  leading  market  berry  of  this  vicinity.  Of  fair  quality,  firm 
enough  to  stand  shipment.  Large  berries.  We  sell  more  plants  of  Sample  than 
any  other  with  Glen  Mary  a close  second. 

Sen.  Dunlap,  Per. — A very  popular  standard  sort  in  some  sections.  A good  canner. 
Mid-season. 

Warfield,  Imp. — Rather  small  dark  colored  berry.  A popular  canner.  Mid-season. 
Wm.  Belt,  Per. — Succeeds  well  on  light  land.  One  of  our  favorites.  Late. 

Uncle  Jim,  Per. — The  largest  berry  we  grow,  too  soft  to  market,  but  fine  for  heme 
use.  Late. 

Progressive,  Fall-bearing — The  most  valuable  berry  under  cultivation  today.  After 
producing  a fair  crop  of  berries  in  the  Fall  on  Spring  set  plants,  it  is  by  far  the  best 
first  early  in  the  June  fruiting  season  and  unlike  most  very  early  sorts,  is  the  sweet- 
est berry  we  have  ever  tasted.  So  the  price  of  sugar  need  not  discourage  you  from 
planting  berries  if  you  plant  Progressive.
